Rush county five-acre corn contest 
this year, according

nouncement of awards received from 
Purdue university today« 
His yield was 107.8 bushels to the 
aere, which is about a bushel .higher 
than the yield of the winner of last 
year's contest, W. L. Booth of An­ 
derson township. Mr. Beeth was sec­ 
ond this year with a yield of 100.3 
bushels. 
Mr. Sear-, by winning the county 
contest, is entitled to possession of 
the silver cup donated by the Peo­ 
ples National hank, which is aw ard­ 
ed to the winner each year. If the 
same corn grower should win the 
cup three years in succession, he is 
entitled to keep the trophy. 
The average yield of all of the 
ten contestants was 93.1 
bushels 
and it is also a noteworthy fact that 
all of the contestants will receive 
a bronze medal or letter. 
Those winning first and 
second 
will Ik* awarded a gold medal, which 
goes to all entrants who make an 
average of one hundred bushels or 
more t<» 
an acre. Tho>e whose aver­ 
age is between eighty-five and one 
hundred bushels will receive a silver 
medal, ami a bronze medal goes to 
all of the contestants whose yield is 
between seventy-live and eightv-five 
bushels. 
Conditions militated against many

“ We must equalize educational op­ 
portunity by replacing

worst 
type of school we have and giving 
the children in it a chance some­ 
where nearly equal to

children in the be-t type. 
About 
the only good way to do this is t«> 
absorb the little schools into larger 
ones, t«> consolidate, centralize, «¡r 
unionize them. 
Consolidation has 
been tried for the last 80 years and 
whenever intelligently and carefully 
done it has been a success in the 
sense that it has greatly increased 
the opportunities for education that 
were being given to the children in 
e Ittile school. 
It is within the 
power of the large consolidation to 
meet all the 
requirements 
of 
the 
finest type of school now known to 
he in the advance guard of edu­ 
cation. 
“The consolidated schools are of- 
ering long terms. 
Many of them are 
employing 
superintendents on 
con­ 
traints running more on the school 
ites so that the school may be kept 
in touch with the community in the 
vacation periods as well as during 
the session. 
They not only give the 
children training in the three R*s but 
add work in home economics, man­ 
ual arts, agriculture, animal hus­ 
bandry, and other subjects that can 
not be given in >mall schools.

My Dad belongs to the Farm Bur­ 
e a u cause he believes it a necessary 
' organization for the general better­ 
ment and success of the fanner, as 
well as an economical move in be­ 
half of the consumer. 
From the beginning, to the or­ 
ganization of the Farm Bureau, the 
farm er has had absolutely no con­ 
trol in the sale of his product, nor 
hfis he had any voice in making the 
price of the articles which 
he is 
compeled to buy. 
The fundamental principles under­ 
lying the Farm Bureau organization 
are primarily to establish their own 
selling agencies thereby eliminating 
the unnecessary evil, the middle man 
who in the pasl, have been taking 
enormous toll from both tlie pro­ 
ducer and the consumer. 
Said unnecessary middle men are 
neither producers, nor own farms, 
and are a very small portion of the 
ultimate 
consumer. 
Yet 
he 
has 
dictated the, price to 
the 
farmer 
producers, and the consuming pub­ 
lic as well. 
One great man has said, 1*A house 
that is divided against itself cannot 
Stand’’. Another has said“ I'nited we 
stand, divided we fall.” 
So it, is with the Farm Bureau as­ 
sociation. 
If the farm ers all work together 
and co-operate as one house, it can 
stand and prosper, otherwise they 
cannot expect to operate on a pro­ 
fitable basis, and 
since every other 
industrial commercial, and labor or­ 
ganization arc working along lines 
already established, there is no sane 
reasons why the fanners organiza­ 
tion shonld not likewise be oragnized. 
At this time the various farm or-, 
ganizations arc shipping and selling 
their live stock, wool, and so forth, 
to and through their

kets, and arc buying their fertilizers 
twine, and so forth through the same 
agencies at a great saving to thepi- 
selves, and ultimately hope to furn­ 
ish the resnlts of their tabor to the 
ultimate consumer at a greatly re- 
dnced figure, and the moral support 
of the consuming public, for as sure 
as the farm er is prosperous, so is 
the whole country.

Officer Says Citizens Approve Pro­

Washington, Dec. 8—The Ameri­ 
can }>eopIe strongly favor a 
sound 
program of national defense, John 
J. Pershing, general of the armies, 
declared today in his first annual 
rejmrt as chief of staff of the army. 
“This conclusion,” Pershing’s re­ 
port stated, “is justified by the fact 
that Congress has finally worked out 
a i>o 1 icy embodied in the National 
Defense Act of 1920. Further evi­ 
dence is found in tlie interest spring­ 
ing up all over the country in the 
development of this plan. 
“From all walks of life men are 
proffering their services. We have J 
had to refuse many of our citizens | 
the training th«ys desired in prepar­ 
ation for such service to their coun­ 
try as available funds would not 
permit accommodating all. The gen­ 
eral resjxmse is very 
encouraging 
and 1 am indeed proud to be a party 
to 
ii«'h an undertaking.”

Pershing hurled vigorous «criticism j 25 
at the reduction of 
the Army 
to j ^ 
125.000 enlisted men and 12,000 of- 
fleers, and pointing out that the for- MSf 
mutation of tin* national defense act j tir 
involved a strength for the Regular ' 
Army of 280,009 men 
and 
17.720 
officers, he declared: 
“I repeat tljnt this last force of 
125.000 men and 12,000 officer- i- 
not enough. It is my conviction that 
our regular force i- cut too much 
for safety and that a strength of 
at lea-t 150,000 enlisted men and 
13.000 officers should be permanent­ 
ly fixed as the minimum.” 
“After the great war and the at- j 
tendant reconstruction,” 
Pershing I 
’stated, “our military establishment

jment when there appeared prospects 
of going even further. So now at 
the close of the year we are again 
making plans to meet another reduc­ 
tion of the regular army—tin’s time 
jto a point which I consider below

“In many criticisms of the con­ 
duct of past wars,” said Pershing,

Washington, Dec. 
8—President 


Harding today laid before congress 
.a most extensive legislative program 
outlined in many years. At the same - 
iime Harding reaffirmed and defend- 
ed the American foreign policy as 
developed by Ms administration. 


The president's domestic program 


included startling proposals, among 
them 'being: 1, abolition of the rail- 
road labor board and substitution of 
n labor branch of theiinterstate com- 
merce 
commission, consisting of 


four members; 2, anti-strike legis- 
Hation'to make decisions of this new 
board enforcible; 
3, 
credit 
and 


marketing legislation for 
agricul- 


ture; 4, consolidation of the rail- 
roads into a. few systems; 5, an an- 
ti-child labor amendment to 
the 


.constitution. He announced -that lie 
would call a, conference of all gov- 
ernors on prohibition enforcement. 
• Harding: "answered Ge'orges "Clem- 
enceau former French premier, and 
others, who 
criticised American 


aloftness. To them Harding 
said 


that America lhad not shirked and 
would not shirk international obli- 
gations, nor permit enfringement of 
American rights anywhere, but that 
this government would not engage 
in treaties of armed alliance or any 
commitment where either a council 
or assembly of league of 
nations, 


may chart our course. 


The president in emphatic terms, 


called attention to upholding tihe 
eighteenth amendment and prohibi- 
tion 
enforcement, declaring that 


conditions relating to enforcement 
«f tlie Volstead law "favor nation 
wide scandal". He denounced those 
who would break down tins law as 
breeding "contempt for law which 
will ultimately destroy the republic." 
He asserted that the prohibition en- 
forcement problem is "the most de- 
moralizing fa.ctor in our public life." 


The eighteenth 
amendment wall 


never be repealed, Mr. Harding pre- 
dicted. He said tlie country may as 
well recognize that and act accord- 
ingly. 


To clear up indefinJteness 
•con- 


cerning the responsibility of the fed- 
eral government and of all the var- 
ious states iand territories in en- 
forcing prohibition, Harding 
an- 


nounced he would call a conference 
lip.re of the governors of . all

slates and territories to work out 
definite policies

and 


state cooperation in 'administering 
the law. 


Harding tackled first the farm

The average yield of all of fhe^. 


ten contestants was 93.1 
bushels 


and it is also a noteworthy fact that 
all of the contestants will re'ceive 
a bronze medal or better. 


Those winning first and 
second 


will be awarded a gold medal, which 
goes to all entrants who make an 
average of one hundred bushels or 
nore to an acre. Those whose aver- 
nge is between eiglity-five and one 
hundred bushels will receive a silver 
nedal, and a bronze medal goes to 
all of the contestants whose yield is 
between seventy-five and eighty-five 
nisli els.
